First, astronomy comes with its story of 


the formation and growth of worlds, the evo- 
lution of a solar system from a central sun 
Then geology, with its story of the formation 
01 the earth. 
Then biology and embryology 


with their stories of the growth and develop- 
ment of life. Then history, ethics and the 
science of comparative religions, with 
their 


respective stories of the rise of man from the 
animal, the sub-h-jman, the barbarian, toward 
the glimmering dawn of civilization. 
In all 


these departments of life there appears this 
great law—evolution.
